that republican le ders had suddenly 
changed front after most of the con­ 
ferees had consented to an Article 10 
compromise in definite form.

the republicans oppoesd a categwical 
d«nial, declaring no one at all had 
agreed to the proposed compromise 
draft. 
After two hours of wrangling, d u ­ 
ring which the democrats threatened 
to transfer the whole subject to the 
open sen te, the conference agreed to 
me«*t again Thursday in a noth er e f­ 
fort to bring the negotiations to a, 
successful conclusion.
